“All parlies to the meeting concurrcKl the discus­ 
sions were frank and useful,” said spokesman Dr. 
Leon Bi*nder. “All parties have agreed that no further 
comment would be appropriate at this time.”

Many doctors in the Los Angeles area closed their 
offices on Friday, and elective surgery at private 
hospitals was cut back significantly, medieval spokes­ 
men said. 
“We’re working harder now to place patients with 
the specialists they need,” said Sherry Kleven, 
emergency room supervisor at Northridge Hospital in 
the sprawling San Fernando Valley. “It takes more 
time now. There are more calls. The patients seem to 
be understanding so far. We seem to be able to place 
everyone.” 
Emergency room doctors at Northridge Hospital 
treat about 84 patients on an average day. Dr. Joel 
Ellenzweig said 90 piT cent of them are released after 
treatment and only a few nwd admitting or follow-up 
tri‘atmenl from a specialist. 
The Whiting room sports 
a new sign, both in 
English and Spanish, warning that due to the 
“malpractit‘e crisis” there has been a reduction in 
some medical specialties. The signs also says that the 
emergency room staff can provide first aid and initial 


c*are as well as assist patients in locating a doctor to 
treat them and arranging transportation. 
The most difficult services to obtain were 
orthopedic surgery , neurosurgery and obstetrics. 
Doctors in these fields pay the highest malpractice 
insurance rates and have been leaders in the protest. 
Insurance companies propose to raise malpractice 
insurance rates at least four times above last year’s 
rates. In some surgical specialties, the premiums 
would be $36,000 annually. 
F>ank Clark, spokesman for the Los Angeles 
(bounty Medical Association, said his group is press­ 
ing forward with plans for a doctor-funded insurance 
pool. 
He said the Southern California Physicians In­ 
surance Exchange “would provide insurance at about 
half of that offered by Travelers Insurance.” 
Travelers asked for a 486 per cent increase, which 
has been postponed until Jan. 15 while the firm ap­ 
peals a 327 per t'ent ceiling placed on the increase by 
the state insurance commissioner.

Only five Michigan citit's pay their mayors nK>re than the $25,000 
salary^ recommended for Benton Harbor Mayor Charles F. Joseph, 
according to a publication of the Michigan .Municipal League. The 
League’s 1975 bulletin on Salaries, Wages and Fringe Benefits lists 
Detroit, Dearborn, Livonia, Warren and Highland Park as paying 
their mayors more than $25,000. 


to submit his resignation last 
Monday, Dtn;. 29, after the 
compensation commission had 
submitted its determinations of 
pay for city elec'ted officials and 
before he was sworn as city 
commissioner. 
The resignation will be effec­ 
tive about 6 p.m. Dec. 29., 
between the time the compen­ 
sation commission’s report was 
filed and when Shepherd was 
sworn in as city commissi(»ner. 
Shepherd was one of three 
people to sign the compensation 
commission’s report recom­ 
mending pay increases for the 
mayor and city commissioners. 
Others who signed the report 
werti Mrs. Helen Ford and Ed­ 
die Thomas. 
The report was filed at 4:50 
p.m. and about three hours later 
Shepherd was sworn in as a city 
commissioner, a post to which 
he was elected in November. 
Shepherd was one of the 
original members of the com­ 
pensation commission, appoint­ 
ed by Mayor Charles F. Joseph 
in August, 1974. At that time, 


Shepherd resigned as a member 
of the Benton Harbor city 
charter commission to avoid 
any conflict of interest. 
The state law authorizing 
municipal compensation com­ 
missions states that in cities of 
20,000 or less the compensation 
commission shall consist of five 
members. 
Minutes of the city commis­ 
sion meeting of August 12, 1974, 
show that Mayor Joseph ap­ 
pointed seven people wlio were 
confirmed by the rest of the city 
commission. 
Rev. T. N. Wilkins, listed as 
an appointee, said he had been 
informed of the appointment but 
never attended a meeting. Also 
appointed was Vertis McManus, 
1296 Monroe street, who told 
The Herald-Palladium he had 
no knowledge of appointment. 
McManus said his son. Vertís 
McManus, Jr., who moved out 
of town in August, 1974, may 
have been the person named. 
Mrs. Donna CcHike, adminis­ 
trative assistant to Joseph, said 
the intent was to appoint five

A $25,000 salary for Joseph 
would be the highest in the 
Municipal League’s classifica­ 
tion of cities from 10,000 to 
24,999 population. The mayor of 
Kentwood in Kent county gets 
$19,200, currently the most in 
that classification, acxrording to 
the Municipal League. 


The top five cities in mayoral 
salaries are much bigger than 
Benton Harbor, and none of 
them has a city manager.

The Benton Harbor compen­ 
sation commission’s salary de­ 
termination report was filed 
Monday. In addition to a $25,000 
salary for Joseph, it also awards 
$7,300 for mayoral expenses, 
plus insurance t“overage. 


The compensation commis­ 
sion is empowered by state law 
and city ordinance to set pay of 
elected officials. The deter­ 
minations can be over-ridden by 
a two-thirds vote of the city 
commission. 


The compensation commis­ 
sion recommends pay for the

Cheats Taxpayers 


WASHINGTON - When the 
Freedom of Information Act 
was passed into law some time 
back, there were many who 
believed it would prove a dud. 
The 
law, 
as 
written, 
was 
riddled with loopholes. 
I was one of the doubters. 
There have been a 
con­ 
siderable number of failures by 
reporters, scholars and other 
citizens to gain the information 
they sought from the govern­ 
ment. The number of nuisance 
and lost-cause suits has been 
legion, unduly burdening the 
bureaucracy. 
But there have been some 
remarkable achievements. The 
indications to date suggest that 
— all other avenues having 
failed miserably — if we want 
to keep our bureaucracy and 
our 
executives 
somewhat 
honest and working somewhat 
in the public interest, opening 
government 
actions 
and 
records to the public is one of 
the more effective avenues thus 
far discovered. 
It’s not the whole answer. 
Publicity has its drawbacks. 
Exposed to the public eye, of­ 
ficials and lawmakers tend to 
say and do those things which 
will make them look good, 
rather than following prin­ 
ciples. And there are times 
when officials, in our best 
interests, must speak and ar­ 
gue frankly in assured privacy. 
But, on balance, openness and 
public knowledge serve our 
purposes best. 
Take, 
for 
example, 
the 
operations 
of 
the 
Internal 
Revenue Service. A series of 
t'ourt suits under the Freedom 
of Information Act, shedding 
light on decisions and operat­ 
ing methods of the IRS, will be 
of major benefit to all tax­ 
payers.

Tax collecting is a highly 
subjective business. The laws 
have been written by Congress 
in such a sloppy manner a man 
can go to six different tax of­ 
ficials and come home with six 


interpretations. 
Because the 
expense of fighting a case 
through the courts is high for 
the IRS when pitted against a 
giant company or a rich tax­ 
payer with batteries of talented 
attorneys, it has become prac­ 
tice, more often than not, to 
settle these major arguments 
at 43 cents on the dollar. This 
is not, as I understand it, 
because the service or its 
agents emotionally favor the 
giant companies and rich tax­ 
payers. 
The small taxpayer, with 
limited resources, usually set­

agency realizes he cannot af­ 
ford to go to court and knows it 
can hold the line and win 
without great cost.

compromises worked out in the 
Congress as a result of those 
court actions, many of these 
hitherto secret rulings and the 
bases for them are to be made 
public, available to all tax­ 
payers and their representa- 
Uves — and to the press. All of 
which means that what has 
been a secret body of law — a 
collection of tens of thousands 
of individual interpretations — 
becomes public “law”.

West blindly with modern 
dress." 


In June Mahmoud ordered the 


all-male faculty to wear a tur- 
ban and golabiya, a floor-length 
garment that looks like a night 
shirt. Both garments have been 
associated with Islam since the

Mohammed, its founder, Mah- 
moud said. 


"Those who do not abide by 


the new rule will not be 
promoted. 


Sheikh Ahmed Badran, a 


professor of religious law who 
already wore traditional dress, 
supported the decision.

my students if I wore modern 
clothes," he said. "Shirts and 
trousers are the dress of non- 
believers.'.'

Ahmed Shehata, disagreed. He 
said "there is nothing In the 
Koran (the religion's holy book) 
or the Prophet Mohammed's 
words thai described special 
dress for Moslems.

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Spokesman Says Witnesses Persecuted In Malawi

Jehovah’s Witnesses, whose 
convictions often have put them 
in conflict with governments, 
are presently reported in dire 
travail under one-party regimes 
in mid-Africa. 
“It’s one of the largest 
persecutions in our history,” 
says 
Charles 
Molohan, 
a 
spokesman for the Brooklyn 
headquarters of the organiza­ 
tion, 
officially 
called 
the 
Watchtower Bible and Tract 
Society. 
The victims are more than 
30,000 Witnesses of the African 
state of Malawi. Three years 
ago, they fled for respite to ad­ 


joining Portuguese Mozam­ 
bique, but its new independent 
rulers have imposed demands 
for acclamation that drove them 
back to Malawi. 
Many this fall at first retreat­ 
ed to neighboring Zambia, but 
they also were forced back to 
Malawi. Theirs has been a 
shuffling, to-and-fro existence, 
their plight now" considered 
acute, with no more zones of 
refuge open to them. 
“Violent attacks” and “brutal 
treatment” are being inflicted 
on the defenseless, charges the 
organization’s 
magazine. 
Awake. It says they are barred 
from their homes, denied jobs 
and subjected to beatings, rapes 
and other atrocities. 


The cause of their troubles is 
their refusal to acclaim ruling 
administrations — in Malawi, 
specifically, by joining the 
Congress party, the sole poli­ 
tical party of the state headed 
by President Kamazu Banda, 
where buying a 37-cent party 
card is regarded a badge of 
allegiance. 
“We 
recognize 
human 
governments, obey them and 
pay taxes as law-abiding ci­ 
tizens, but we don’t side with or 
promote any political regime or 
ideology,” Molohan says. 
That’s the principle that 
periodically has plungtnl Wit­ 
nesses into trials, as it did for 
thousands of them who suffered 
or died in Nazi concentration 


camps for refusing to hail Hitler 
or the swastika. 
They’ve also been prosecuted 
or jaiknl for refusing to salute 
flags in various countries, 
including the United States until 
the requirement was droppc'd. 
• Witnesses, who expect the 
world to end soon, are one of the 
fastest 
growing 
religious 
groups, due largely to their 
driving zeal to convert others. 
From only 373.000 in 1950, they 
now total 2 million in 200 coun­ 
tries, 560,000 in the U.S. 
“We believe in obeying laws 
of any government, whether it’s 
in the west, in Africa or behind 
the iron curtain, so long as it 
doesn’t interfere with our right 
to ser\e God’s 
kingdom,” 


Molohan says. “But we don’t

an>Avherc, or give obt'diance to 
any image.” 
To Witnesses, to salute a flag 
violates the Biblical comniand- 
iiient against bowing to an 
image, and to make commit- 
nK'nts to a political party tends 
to make it. rather than (iml, an 
instrument of salvation. 
Sometimes, their non-iK)litical 
stance is attributed to a view 
that all governments are sinful, 
a view they hold, but which is 
not distinctive to Witnesses. In 
fact, it’s common to all Chris­ 
tianity, which considers lK>th 
humans and their governments 
as flawed by sin, nt*t‘ding Ciod’s 
forgiveness. 


“We never put down any 
government as being sinful."

In June Mahmoud ordered the 
all-male faculty to wear a tur­ 
ban and galabiya, a floor-length 
garment that looks like a night 
shirt. Both garments have been 
associated with Islam since the

Mohammed, its founder, Mah­ 
moud said. 
“Those who do not abide by 
the new rule will not Ik* 
promoted. 


Sheikh Ahmed Badran, a 
professor of religious law who 
already wore traditional dress, 
supported the decision. 
“I would not be respected by 
my students if I wore modern 
clothes,” he said. “Shirts and 
trousers are the dress of non­ 
believers.” 
Another professor. Sheikh 
Ahmed Shehata, disagreed. He 
said “there is nothing in the 
Koran (the religion’s holy book) 
or the Prophet Mohammed’s 
words thai described spt*cial 
dress for Moslems.

A shortage of three-cent stamps arose earlier this 


.week when a federal appeals court allowed a hike in 
first-class postage rates from 10 cent to 13 cents to go 
into effect.

_ Postal officials in Bcnlon Harbor and St. Joseph 
reported an initial rush on Tuesday and Wednesday, 


but said their three-cent stamp supplies were restored 
by Friday. 


Palmer also reported that Wjlliam Gearhart,

Mrs. Augustine said she feeds 
the pet snake dead rats and 
mice, given them by Andrews 
university’s science depart­ 
ment, plus small dead birds.

being mixed. This calls for use of a coloring pigment mad? 
especially for the purpose. Several brands are available in 
most stores that sell ingredients for a concrete mixture. In 
some cases, you can even order colored ready-mix. 


Anywhere from 4 to 10 per cent of pigment is required in 


relation to the amount of portland cement. For a general 


. color, about 7 or 8 per cent will do the job, but When a. ' 


precise color is absolutely necessary, it is well to test a 
small amount of the mixture ahead of time. 


When the final color is to be black or gray, the natural 


gray portland cement is fine, but when the final color Is to 
be something else, It Is better to use white, cement, 
although you may have to do a little shopping around to get 
it. 


The second method of coloring concrete during cons- 


truction is with a dust-on coloring pigment. Richard Day 
tells about this method in his new book, "Concrete. 
Masonry," an Eisinger publication. Day explains: 
" ' 


"For use with ready-mixed concrete slabs and on large - 


float and trowel-finished slabs that are not getting the ex- " 
posed aggregate treatment, use the dust-on method. It is 
preferable because it costs less. A prepared dry color 
material is sifted onto the surface after the first floating, 
edging and grooving. You can buy a ready-prepared dust- 
on or mix your own. If you mix our own, use a 2-2-1 mixture 
of white portland cement, fine mortar sand and coloring 
pigment. You'll need About one pound of dust-on material 
for each two snuare feet of surface to be covered. Apply it 
in two applications. After the first dusting; trowel the 
coloring Into the surface with a;magnesium float.'Dust 
lightly and trowel that in, too. Finish the surface as nor- 
mally and cure without plastic sheeting, Which makes a 
spotty appearance in colored concrete."

In buying concrete stain, tell the dealer whether the 


concrete is less than a year old and unpatched. 


If this is so, a special kind of stain will be recommended. , 


Follow the label directions of whichever kind you use. Ap- 
ply with roller or brush.

gage payments that will run 
after you retire, or taking on 
huge payments just before re­ 
tirement. (He made long-term 
c-ommitments on money to pay 
three college tuitions. A little 
belt-pulling would have let him 
pay off his mortgage sooner.) 
— Keep your home in prime 


shape. When >’ou are young it is 
easy to do the work and to keep 
ahead 
of crab grass 
and 
corrosion. It is also less of a 
strain to pa>’ for the work. If you 
can’t do it, hire someone who 
can. but keep it up. (His home 
was at the multiple-repair stage 
when he retired. It needed roof 
repairs and new oil and water 
tanks. “We spent $3,000 of our 
small retirement cushion in 
savings bonds before we could 
even sell the house, ” he says.) 
— Ten years before re­ 
tirement one should add up the 
financial burdens that will exist 
upon retirement — mortgage, 
taxes, insurance, fuel and heat 
and maintenance. Include an 
amount for emergency ex-penses 
and get a percentage escalation 
tax figure from your town hall. 
(You can determine from all 
this how much it will cost to 
hold on to your house — 
something this man didn’t do in 
time.) 
— If you must refinance your 
house, make every effort to pay 
it off early. There may be a 
difference of onl>- a few dollars 
in pacing off a mortgage years 
before. When you are still young 
it is far easier to make a few 
sacrifices. 
— While time is on your side 
make sure you are with the 
right firm. Keep aware of your 
salary' in relation to your pen­ 
sion. You have the opportunity 
to change your job before you 
get locked into one company for 
financial security. Your income 
should reflect changes in the 
economy. (This man stuck it out 
and that was the first mistake — 
he might have made far more 
elsewhere.) 
— Be sure the firm’s pension 
plan is a good one. Don’t be 
content with percentage figures 
if you don’t understand them.

Concrete Colors Up 
Before Hardening, Too 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatnres 
There are four basic ways of coloring concrete. Two are 
done during construction, two afterward. 
Undoubtedly the best way to color concrete is while it Is 
being mixed. Tliis calls for use of a coloring pigment made 
esptrially for the purpose. Several brands are available in 
most stores that sell ingredients for a concrete mi.xture. In 
some cases, you can even order colored ready-mix. 
An.N’where from 4 to 10 per cent of pigment is required in 
relation to the ainount of portland cement. For a general 
color, about 7 or 8 per cent will do the job, but when a 
precise color is absolutely necessary, it is well to test a 
small amount of the mixture ahead of time. 
When the final color is to be black or gray, the natural 
gray portland cement is fine, but when the final color Is to 
be something else, it is better to use white cement, 
although you may have to do a little shopping around to get 
it. 
The second method of coloring concrete during cons, 
truction is with a dust-on coloring pigment. Richard Day 
tells about this method in his new book, “Concrete 
Masonry,” an Eisinger publication. Day explains: 
"For use with ready-mixed concrete slabs and on large 
float and trowel-finished slabs that are not getting the ex« 
posed aggregate treatment, use the dust-on method. It is 
preferable because it costs less. A prepared dry color 
material is sifted onto the surface after the first floating, 
edging and grooving. You can buy a ready-t>repared dust- 
on or mix your own. If you mix our own, use a 2-2-1 mixture 
of white Portland cement, fine mortar sand and coloring 
pigment. You’ll need about one pound of dust-on material 
for each two souare feet of surface to be covered. Apply it 
in two applications. After the first dusting, trowel the 
coloring into the surface with a magnesium float. Dust 
lightly and trowel that in, too. Finish the surface as nor­ 
mally and cure without plastic sheeting, which makes a 
spotty appearanc-e in colored concrete.” 
There are two ways of coloring old concrete. One is with 
stain, the other with paint. 
In buying concrete stain, tell the dealer whether the 
c“oncrete is less than a year old and unpatched. 
If this is so, a special kind of stain will be recommended. 
Follow the label directions of whichever kind you use. Ap­ 
ply with roller or brush. 
Concrete slabs and floors can be painted with chlorinated 
rubber, although epoxy is probably best where there is 
heavy traffic, such as a garage floor. 
After that comes an exterior latex and,'especially for 
walls, a Portland cement paint.

Robbers 
And FBI 
Say Banks 
Are 'Easy'

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 


officials say bank robberies are 
occurring at a record pace 
across' the 
nation, partly 


because of <he sagging economy 
and because banks "arc pretty 
easy targets." 


FBI statistics show 50 per 


cent more bank robberies in 
fiscal year 1975 than in the 
previous year. Officials say 
there has been ho sign of a sig- 
nificant decline since the. fiscal 
year ended June 30. 


"If you're looking for water, 


you go to the well. If you're 
looking for money, you go to the 
bank" remarked Benjamin H. 
Cooke, chief of the FBI's 
criminal section. 


"Perhaps 
unemployment 


causes people who would not 
otherwise rob banks to rob 
banks to pay their bills," added' 
Clyde E. Whitson, chief of the 
FBI bank robbery unit. Cooke 
and Whitson discussed- the 
recent 
increase 
in 
bank 


robberies tri an interview. 


But while the number of bank 


robberies is going up, the loot is 
getting 
smaller. 
Robbers 


carried off an average of (3,598 
in 1974, compared with an 
average of $4,053 in 1973, ac- 
cording to FBI statistics. 


"When you get down to it, 


bank robbers are some of,the 
poorest-paid people in the 
world," Cooke said. "Twenty- 
five hundred dollars isn't much 
for a 10-year prison sentence." 


Bank robbery suspects "have 


indicated they have a narcotics 
problem or they need the money 
for any number of things — they 
like to have a good time, they 
need it to pay bills, they want to 
buy. gifts for a girlfriend or buy 
a new car," Whitson said. 


The robbers themselves, he 


continued, "will also tell you 
that banks are pretty easy tar- 
gets." 


Many banks now are built in 


suburban shopping centers with 
easy access to superhighways, 
providing the robbers with a 
"quick getaway" from the area 
and even out of the city, Whitson 
noted. 


And many •banks no longer 


look like fortresses. Perhaps in 
an effort to seem more inviting 
to customers, banks have ins- 
talled low counters at tellers' 
windows and have few physical 
barriers betvfeen the teller and 
the customer, he noted. 


With FBI encouragement, 


bankers 'arc taking more and 
more security precautions such 
as installing more sophisticated 
alarm systems and closed-cir- 
cuit television canrcras and hir- 
ing armed guards, said Cooke 
and Whitson. . 


But bank robberies ore 


increasing at a rate far higher 
than the nation's general crime 
rate. 


The most recent FBI figures 


show that the nation's over-all 
crime rate was II per cent 
higher in the first nine months 
of 1875 than in the same period a 
year earlier. The statistics arc 
based on the number of 
murders, rapes, 
robberies, 


burglaries',,assaults^ larcenies 
and vehicle thefts reported to 
local police. 
: 


For the five-year period, 


1969-74, robberies increased 48 
per cent while all crimes 
together rose only 38 per cent. 
But during the same period, 
bank robberies Increased 94 per 
cent. Only the rate for robberies 
of chain stores — up 184 per cent 
— was higher. 


In the first half of 1875, banks 


lost a total of (15.1 million to 
robbers and burglars but law 
enforcement 
authorities 


recovered |8.4 million of it. 


Cooke and Whilson said 


authorities identify the robbers 
in 70 per cent to 80 per cent of 
the cases. 


The FBI figures show the 


number of bank robbery con- 
victions increasing along with 
the number of robberies. In fis- 
cal 1975, 2,021 persons were 
convicted of bank robbery, 
compared with 1,648 the year 
before.

Robbers 
And FBI 
Say Banks 
Are ‘Easy’

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 
officials say bank robberies are 
occurring at a record pace 
across 
the 
nation, 
partly 
because of >he sagging ec'onomy 
and because banks “are pretty 
easy targets.” 
FBI statistics show 50 per 
cent more bank robberies in 
fiscal year 1975 than in the 
previous year. Officials say 
there has been no sign of a sig­ 
nificant decline sinc-e the fiscal 
year ended June 30. 
“If you’re looking for water, 
you go to the well. If you’re 
looking for money, you go to the 
bank,” remarked Benjamin H. 
C^ke, 
chief of the 
FBI’s 
criminal section. 
“Perhaps 
unemployment 
causes people who would not 
otherwise rob banks to rob 
banks to pay their bills,” addtnl 
Clyde E. Whitson, chief of the 
FBI bank robbery unit. Cooke 
and Whitson discussed 
the 
recent 
increase 
in 
bank 
robberies in an interv iew. 
But while the number of bank 
robberies is going up, the loot is 
getting 
smaller. 
Robbers 
carried off an average of $3,598 
in 1974, compared with an 
average of $4,653 in 1973, ac­ 
cording to FBI statistics. 
“When you get down to it, 
bank robbers are some of the 
poorest-paid 
people 
In 
the 
world,” Cooke said. “Twenty- 
five hundred dollars isn’t much 
for a 10-year prison sentence.” 
Bank robbery suspects “have 
indicated they have a narcotics 
problem or they need the money 
for any number of things — they 
like to have a good time, they 
need it to pay bills, they want to 
buy gifts for a girlfriend or buy 
a new car.” Whitson said. 
The robbers themselves, he 
continued, “will also tell you 
that banks are pretty easy tar­ 
gets.” 
Many banks now are built in 
suburban shopping centers with 
easy access to superhighways, 
providing the robbers with a 
“quick getaway” from the area 
and even out of the city, WTiitson 
noted. 
And many banks no longer 
look hke fortrt‘sses. Perhaps in 
an effort tí) seem more in\1ting 
to customers, banks have ins­ 
talled low counters at tellers’ 
windows and have few physical 
barriers between the teller and 
the customer, he notc^d. 
With 
FBI encouragement, 
bankers are taking more and 
more secnirity prt*cautions such 
as installing more sophisticatwi 
alarm systems and closed-cir- 
cuit television cameras and hir­ 
ing armed guards, said Cooke 
and Whitson. 
But 
bank 
robberies 
art* 
increasing at a rate far higher 
than the nation’s general crime 
rate. 
The most recent FBI figures 
show that the nation’s over-all 
crime rate was 11 per cent 
higher in the first nine months 
of 1975 than in the same period a 
year earlier. The statistics are 
based 
on 
the 
number 
of 
murders, 
rapes, 
robberies, 
burglaries, assaults, larcenies 
and vehicle thefts reported to 
local polic*e. 
For the five-year period, 
1969-74, robberies increascKl 48 
per cent while all 
crimes 
together rose only 38 per cent. 
But during the same period, 
bank robberies increasc'd 94 per 
cent. Only the rate for n)blH'ries 
of chain stores — up 184 ptT cent 
— was higher. 
In the first half of 1975, banks 
lost a total of $15.1 million to 
robbers and burglars but law 
enforcement 
authorities 
recovered $9.4 million of it. 
Cooke 
and 
Whitson 
said 
authorities identify the robbt*rs 
in 70 per c^*nt to 80 ptT cent of 
the cases. 
The FBI figures show the 
number of bank robbery con­ 
victions increasing along with 
the number of robberit‘s. In fis­ 
cal 1975, 2,021 persons were 
convicted of bank robbery, 
compared with 1,666 the year 
before. 
But the number of convictions 
each year can’t be measured 
against the number of bank 
robberies in the same year, 
because some convictions may 
be for robberies which took 
place a year or more earlier

Richard Garlanger. 4S, was sworn in this week (or a third 


term in « Benton Harbor elective position for which he draws 
no pay, never votes on any issues and hag no designated duties 
to perform. Garlanger, *H East Empire avenue, is constable 
for the Cuty of Benton Harbor. The job of city constable, as 
Garlanger admits, has become largely a formality. Benton 
Harbor and Coloma arc the only two cities in Bcrrien county 
which still have a constable, according to the Bcrrien county 
directory. Other cities did away with the post when revised city 
charters were adopted, according to Garlanger. 


Garlanger said when he started his first term as constable in 


' 1(70 he was directed to serve several summonses. Since then, 
Garlanger said he has done nothing as constable. 
, "It has become a name, a title with no backing, "Garlanger 
said, 
. 


The city charter delegates the constable the same powers as 


the city police department. The charier authorizes both the 
police and constable with the "power to arrest, without' 
process, all persons who In their presence shall be engaged In 
the violation of any law ..." White the charter gives him the 
authority, at no place does it define what his duties arc. The job 
of constable is like being an nf t-duty policeman who never goes 
to work, according to Garlanger. He would like to see the du- 
ties of the constable more clearly defined. Currently, the city 
commission can set duties for the constable'. "The duties 
should be spelled out in black and white," Garlanger said. "A 
constable has the authority but his duties are not designated. " 


Why run for the post If you receive no pay and have no du- 


1 lies? "To protect the authority of the office," Garlanger says. 


He maintains that the post must be protected from those who 
might abuse the power. One of the last active city constables 
was now-State Rep. Ray Mlttan (R-Nlles) who served as cons- 
tabte for the Oty of Benton Harbor from 19H to I«68. Mlttan 
served summonses when Benton Harbor still had a municipal 
court. 


While city constables are decreasing both In number and in 


power, most township governments still maintain constables 
with delegated duties. Township constables are usually em- 
powered to enforce township civil ordinances such as those 
dealing with litter, abandonded cars and housing occupation 
and building violations. Garlanger Is self-employed, owning 
and operating Garlanger Construction Co. and Ace Locksmith 
Service. He and his wife, Ruth Ann, have two 'sons and two 
daughters.

for the C'uty of Benton Harbor. The job of city constable, as 
(iarlanKi’r admits, has become largely a formality. Bt'nton 
Harbor and ('oloma art* the only two cities in Bc*rrien county 
which still have a constable, aix'ording to th<* l^*rrien county 
direilory. Otherciti(*s did away with the jxist when n*vised city 
charters wen' adopt(*d, according to Garlanger. 
(larlanger said when he starttnl his first term as constable in 
1970 he was directed to stTve several summonses. Since then, 
Garlanger said he has done nothing as constable. 
“It has bt*eome a name, a title with no backing,” GarlangiT 
said 
The city charter delegates the c*onstable the same powiTs as 
the city police department. The charter authorizes biith th<‘ 
p<ilice and constable with the “ power to arrest, without 
prtK'ess, all persons who in their presence shall b<* engaged in 
the violation of any law ...”

But, mostly, the Kennedy pledge

Now is a time for requiem and reap-' 


praisal. Requiem because of the agony of 
millions of people for which we share a 
heavy burden. And reappraisal, not be- 
cause American foreign policy potential 
is reduced by the Vietnam collapse, but 
because .balance sheets need to be drawn 
and lessons need to be learned. 


We are entering a new era, free at 


last of the drain of over-Involvement 
and over-commitment to a .cause 
never wlnnable (and never worth win- 
ning) In an area marginal to the stra- 
tegic interests of the United States. 


Our position in the world remains 


strong, perhaps stronger than before. 
Our alliances with Europe and Japan arc 
unimpaired. And we can concentrate on 
the priorities of the moment, such as 
energy and the Mideast, and the primary 
global problems, such as hunger and 
over-population. We can also stabilize 
our relations with the Soviet Union and 
China; develop closer economic and 
political ties with developing countries:

friend and foe to the end of time. 
What makes 1976 so fatefully diff’erent 
from 1961 is precisely the diflficulty we 
have in determining who arc our enemies 
and who are our friends, how' profound 
and enduring are their enmity and their 
friendship, how' important for us to op­ 
pose or to sustain them. In the cold war 
days of. say. John Foster Dulles, it was 
all so easy. You could tell the villains 
from the heroes without a program! How 
complicated the international scene has 
become without its clear delineations. 
Today all allies are not all friends, nor 
are all allies equal. 
Now is a time for requiem and reap­ 
praisal. Requiem because of the agony of 
millions of people for which we share a 
heavy burden. And reappraisal, not be­ 
cause American foreign policy potential 
is reduced by the Vietnam collapse, but 
because balance sheets need to be drawn 
and lessons need to be learned. 
We are entering a new era, free at 
last of the drain of over-involvement 
and over-commitment to a cause 
never winnable (and never worth win­ 
ning) in an area marginal to the stra­ 
tegic interests of the United States. 
Our position in the world remains 
strong, perhaps stronger than before. 
Our alliances with Europe and Japan arc 
unimpaired. And we can concentrate on 
the priorities of the moment, such as 
energy and the Midcast, and the primary 
global problems, such as hunger and 
over-population. We can also stabilize 
our relations with the Soviet Union and 
China; develop closer economic and 
political ties with developing countries; 
and mcrease economic, political and stra­ 
tegic cooperation with the industrialized 
nations of the West and with Japan. The 
shield of the republic is stronger today 
than it was when the Vietnam debate 
began a decade and a half ago. 
Europe now moves back to front 
center of our alliance concerns, after 
years of relative neglect. The American

.1. True. Research sponsored by the. 
National Science Foundation to deter- 
mine why we remember some things 
and forget others has demonstrated that 
in most cases both our remembering 
and forgetting ' processes respond to 
command. Also, psychological studies 
at the Australian National University 
have demonstrated that our memory 
processes are responsive to command- 
provided the command is given mi- 
mediately. So next time you want to 
remember or forget a fact or incident, 
give your'memory a fast no-nonsense 
command to "Forget it!" or "You'd 
better remember this-or else!" You'll 
be surprised at how effective this 
method can be. 
2. True. Most people possess-to a 
greater or lesser degree—the capacity 
for "selective forgetting." They tend to 
remember and treasure the pleasant, 
happy experiences in their lives and to 
gradually forget many of the sad and 
depressing things which have hap- 
pened. Some people, unfortunately, do 


not have this faculty. Psychological 
studies at the University of California 
have1 shown, for example; that alco- 
holics markedly lack the capacity for 
"selective forgetting."" It's pointed out 
that "alcoholics are frequently heard to 
complain that they are unable to for- 
get unpleasant, embarrassing or humili- 
ating experiences. 'I do it to forget,' is a 
common excuse for, their drinking." 
3. True. Studies show that sleep im- 
mediately following an incident gives 
the happening a relatively undisturbed 
time to become etched in one's mem- 
ory. This does not occur, however, if 
you dream a great deal. Tests con- 
ducted by the University of Colorado 
revealed that high amounts of REM. 
(dream) sleep, instead of benentting 


. our memory processes, facilitate 
forgetting. •

4. False. Having a good memory is a 
valuable asset, but .a person can have a 
wonderful memory and still be a can- 
didate for the "man with the butterfly 
net." In studies made by the University 
of Illinois, it was demonstrated, for 
example, that psychotics have much 
better memories than normal people. 
5. True. If your name is'unique and 
your face isn't, the former is likely to 
be remembered long after the latter is 
forgotten! Studies show "that the 
hardest-to-remember faces are the 
everyday, garden-variety type—which 
may be attractive, but which have no 
unique or distinguishing feature. In 
face-recognition tests conducted at the 
University of Lethbridge (Canada), it 
was found ^that "highly unique faces 
were correctly identified far more often 
than non-unique faces." A further find- 
ing: regardless of uniqueness, women 
were better at recognizing other wom-

stretched over -our Japanese 
allies. Our de facto alliance 
with Israel, our commitment to 
her survival, remains solemn 
and Unflagging. And our future 
relations with major communist 
adversaries will continue to be 
determined by such factors as:

cess to technology and financial 
credit; and their own intramural 
rivalries. 


The United States will not 


now retreat into isolationism, 


traumatized and exhausted by 
defeat, but will continue to be a 
friend and an ally to allies, 
knowing that not all allies ate 
friends and not all 'allies are 
equal. 


The soundest lesson we can 


learn is not to rivet our future 
to the Vietnam past. Nothing 
could be more subversive to our 
role in the world, nor more 
destructive to our national con- 
fidence in the traditional values

cess to technology and financial 
credit; and their own intramural 
rivalries. 
The United States will not 
now retreat into isolationism, 


traumatized and exhausted by 
defeat, but will continue to be a 
friend and an ally to allies, 
knowing that not all allies are 
friends and not all allies are 
equal. 
The soundest lesson we can 
learn is not to rivet our future 
to the Vietnam past. Nothing 
could be more subversive to our 
role in the world, nor more 
destructive to our national con­ 
fidence in the traditional values 
of our society or our 
ability to defend them.
